Widespréad Moratorium 
Ends as Labor Heads 
Joins in Hurried Meet. 


PEKIN, Ill, Feb. 6.—(/)— Life 
suddenly surged back to normal in this 
strike torn community today after a 
dramatic sequence of events terminat- 
ed the city-wide shutdown enforced 
by organized labor. 

Members of the Trades and Labor 
assembly—de facto rulers of a city of 
17,000 persons for 22 hours—ended 
the paralyzing general holiday they 
had proclaimed in an effort to force 
the dismissal of Chief of Police Har- 
ry Donahue. 

Their action followed adoption of 
aggressive tactics by the town’s busi- 
ness leaders. Two hundred of them 
banded together and announced they 
would defy the unionists by reopening 
their eWablishments tomorrow. 

A Imxried conférence of labor chief- 
tains was called. It ended in their 
formal announcement at 1:15 p. m. 
(Atlanta time) that the widespread 
moratorium on virtually all phases of 
commercial activity had been lifted. 

“This is a clear-cut victory for the 
forces that have been trying to pre- 
serve order,” declared Mayor W. E. 
Schurman. “It should preclude any 
attempt at similar movements in oth- 
er cities.”

He carries a crate of 13 carrier 
pigeons as he solicits orders for rice 
and other commodities among mer- 
chants in the lower part of the 
state.

Not only does the pigeon beat 
the mail, Schirmer says, but it is 
cheaper than telegraph or telephone 
—and frequently gets bigger orders, 
because often a skeptical merchant 
will double his order- “if you can 
use that pigeon and get the order 
here this afternoon.’’ 

Schirmer breeds his pigeons and 
races them. His brother, A. B. 
Schirmer, takes the orders from the 
birds’ legs as they come into their 
home loft and telephones the mes- 
sages immediately to the whole- 
salers.

Benito Mussolini and Adolf Hitle 
receive no stipulated salary but simply 
help themselves out of the safe when- 
ever they find theanselves in need of 
cash, which is seldom. Probably a 
strict account of the pay of the dicta- 
tors would reveal that in cash figures 
they drew less than day laborers, 
because everything that money can 
buy is provided for them and they 
never have occasion to do any person- 
al shopping. 

Another reason why the dictators 
have no interest in money is the fact 
that they know too much about their 
kind of money to place any great value 
upon it. They control the printing 
presses, and no man can retain a great 
respect for money who is in a position 
to telephone the bureau of printing 
and engraving an ordef to print a mil- 
lion lire or marks and send it over. 

One day recently when Mussolini

If a dull and long-winded speech bores and depresses you, and an 
amateur play that is very, very bad causes you to squirm in vicarious 
shame and embarrassment, and the, spoiling of any good material by 
sorry workmanship offends and irritates you, then you have a legitimate 
quarrel with the novelists who call their work realism. 

A work of art isn’t realism unless it portrays reality. 

Minor novelists of the preceding generation outraged truth and good 
sense by making their characters too sweet and good and grammatical 
to be human. 

But their molasses-taffy literature was nearer reality than the unre- 
lieved dirt and sordid vileness of that is now called realism. 

There are stupid and immoral and vicious people, and the realist must 
| Show these as they are., And ordinary people are stupid at times and bad 
at times, and the hones workman must reveal their faults. 

But when the characters in a book are supposed to be normal, mill- 
run people, typical of our times, and all of them are uniformly and con- 
tinually evil and silly and mean and indecent and shameless, the author 
is deliberately perverting the truth or he is an unobservant and incom- 
petent workman, 

If he deliberately falsifies the picture to fool his readers, poor work- 
manship defeats him; for a picture makes little impression unless it has 
contrast, and when all of the characters in a book are vile, the reader’s 
chief and lasting impression is that of sordid unreality. 

Real life, for all its ugliness and hard knocks, is more pleasant than 
unpleasant. The happy ending is more frequent than the unhappy, and 
there are forty faithful wives and virtuous girls for every one that goes 
astray. 

The bad are good part of the time and the stupid often sensible, else 
none of us would survive; and a picture that portrays the bad and leaves 


out the good is a deliberate or witless deception.

PEANUT CONTROL 
POSSIBILITY SEEN 


Darden States Solons View- 
ing Experiments in To- 


bacco Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—A4)— 

Peanut , production control under 
state compacts was said today by 
Represe:ttative Darden, democrat, 
Virginia, to be a ‘‘distinect possibil- 
ity.” 
Darden said congressmen from pea- 
nut-growing states: throughout’ the 
south were watching the progress of 
experiments in tobacco regulation un- 
der state legislation and compacts. 

“We are looking for the tobacco 
people to take the lead,” Darden said, 
“hecause peanut control offers a more 
complicated problem and they are 
grown in a more widespread area. We 
want the benefit of the experience 
gained in planning tobacco production 
control in the states throughout a 
similar area, but a more _ limited 
one,” 

Darden said Kentucky and ‘ennes- 
see probably would not be involved in 
peanut agreements but virtually the 
remainder of the c.tton belt would 
\Aave to enter any compact if control 
under state legislation were to be suc- 
cessful. He mentioned especially Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, 
Texas, Alabama and Louisiana. 

Meanwhile, congressmen from the 
‘peanut districts are urging contin- 
uance of diversion to oil: under the 
program set up under the AAA. 

Their efforts were checked, pending 


on whether money allotted to the iarm 
adjustment program from customs re- 
ceipts can be used to firance the pro- 
gram under the supreme court deci- 
sion outlawing principal features of 
the AAA.

BACTERIA FOUND 
FOR HEART ULCERS 


Young Patient Treated Suc- 
cessfully in South 


Africa. 
JOHNSON CITY, N. Y., Feb. 6.— 


(P)—Dr. Gordon W. P. Love, associate | 


director of the Endicott Johnson Lab- 
oratory, today told of a type of “can- 
nibal” bacteria, with which he hopes 
to effect a cure for heart ulcers. 

At the same time he disclosed that 
it had been used successfully in one 
recent case. Bacteria was rushed by 
steamship and airplane to Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, and administered 
to a young patient suffering from an 
ulcerated heart. 


Under Dr. Love’s guidance, a “sta- | 


ble” of “bacteria-phage” has been fos- 
tered and enlarged in the laboratory. 
“Bacteria-phage” is harmless to the 
human body. It feeds upon and de- 
stroys other types angerous to hu- 
man health. 

Dr. Love said the bacteria-phage is 
being used to treat ulcers in persons 
between the ages of 18 and 35. Indi- 
viduals who have had rheumatie fever 
are often susceptible to the disease 
he said. 

He explained that the “cannibals,” 
when put into the blood stream by 
intravenous injections, feed on and 
eliminate other bacteria which cause 
the ulcered condition. 

Dr. Love said that heart ulcers 
were a “rather uncommon” condition 
and that other types of the same hac- 
teria-phage are commonly used to treat 
boils and other more common infifec- 
tions. He said the application of this 
type of treatment to heart ulcers was 
a comparatively new development.

FARMERS OPPOSE 


CONGRESS POWER 


Public Opinion Poll Results 
Against Extending Con- 


trol Limits. . 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—An amend- 
ment to the constitution giving con- 
gress greater power over farming and 
industry would fail, by a slight mar- 
gin, to have the support of farmers 


and. other rural voters, according to 
a preview of its current nation-wide 
poll made public here today by the 
Institute of Public Opinion. 
Fifty-two per cent of the ballots 
returned by these voters answered 
‘‘no” to the institute’s question: 
“Would you favor an amendment 
to the constitution transferring to 
congress the power to regulate agri- 
culture and industry?” 
Only 48 per cent answered “yes.” 
Though farmers oppose giving con- 
gress power to establish another AAA, 
for instance, the poll shows they are 
discontented with the power of the 
supreme court to deciare acts of con- 
gress unconstitutional simply by a 5- 
to-4 decision of the nine justices. 


They vote, 58 per cent to 42 per 
cent, to require at least a two-thirds 
majority of the court when dealing 
with an act of the national legisla- 
ture. Their most favored alternativé 
is a unanimous decision, but other 
large proportions favor 6 to 3 or 7 
to 2 verdicts. 

The complete results of the poll, 
in which city dwellers and farmers, 
republicans and democrats, young per- 
sons, persons on relief and other 
groups cast their proportionate shares 
of opinion. will be published exelu- 
sively in 68 newspapers Sunday. 

The institute report will appear in 
The Constitution Sunday.

With Misconduct, Favor- 
itism by Solon. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(/)—Im- 
peachment of Federal ‘Judge Halsted 
L. Ritter, of the southern Florida 
district, was recommended today by 
the house judiciary committee. 

Acting on ‘charges of “favoritism, 
oppression and judicial misconduct,” 
voiced on the house floor by Repre- 
sentative Green, democrat, Florida, 
the committee reversed a previous de- 
cision not to recommend impeachment 
proceedings. 

Chairman Sumners, democrat, Tex- 
as, said the committee report would 
be transmitted to the house “soon.” 
That body then will decide whether 
Ritter shall be brought before the 
senate for trial. 

In an impeachment petition sub- 
mitted to the house January 14, Green 
said the judge “so abused the powers 
of his high office and so miscon- 
ducted himself as to be guilty of fa- 
voritism, oppression and judicial mis- 
conduct.”

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 GEORGIA'S WINE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT ASKED 


Fruit Packer Urges Linder 
to ‘Protect New Indus- 
try for State.’ 


Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder yesterday received a request 


from Georgia wine interests for full 
enforcement of the Georgia wine law. 

e request, which came from W. R. 
Tucker, of Montezuma, a fruit packer, 
declared that the market should be 
preserved and protected for Georgia 
people. 

The wine legalization act, ratified 
by the voters in a special election 
last May, was designed so as to per- 
mit only wines manufactured in Geor- 
gia and exclusively of Georgia prod- 
ucts. When it first went into effect 


Commissioner Linder attempted to find 
means of enforcing the provisions of 
th® act but was unable to do so for 
several reasons, chief among them 
being the fact that all wine contains | 
some sugar and that there is no sugar 
grown in large commercial quantities 
in this state. 


Technicalities Found. 


Other technicalities were found and | 
the state department of agriculture} 
held it was powerless to keep the flood 
of out-of-state wine from coming into 
Georgia. It is presumed the general 
assembly will do whatever is possible 
next year to protect Georgians in. the 
industry. 

After detailing that the wine indus-| 
try plans to absorb thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of grapes and berries 
grown in Georgia fields, Mr. Tucker) 
Stated in his letter to the commissioner 
yesterday : '

WYATT EAR”, Antarctica, feb, 6. 
(By Wireless)—Sweeping aside the 
rough pack ice for the last time this 
season, the Wyatt Earp, Lincoln 
Ellsworth’s supply ship, has swung 
her head toward Valparaiso, Chile. 

For two whole days she has pushed 
steadily through close but broken ice 
floes, edging north and westward seek- 
ing clear water. After a journey of 
more than 300 miles through’ the ice, 
she is free, but not yet out of the 
freezing zone and her decks, «nd the 
airplane Polar Star, which rides proud- 
ly on the forward hatch, are white 
with snow. 

The emergency plane occupies the 
Polar Star’s customary berth below 
decks, but Ellsworth’s historic plane, 
though above board, is well protected. 

Ahead is a journey of 4,000 miles 
before a port is reached, and we have 
covered almost 5,000 miles since leav- 
ing Magallanes, our last port of call, 
on December 23. If all goes well, we 
should be in Valparaiso in about four 
weeks, but this depends somewhat on 
the winds and currents, which should 
be in our favor. 

Ellsworth himself is en board the 
Royal Research Society vessel Discov- 
ery II, which is due in Melbourne, 
Australia, in about 10 days. From 
Australia he will take a passenger 
steamer to the west coast of the Unit- 
ed States and he will probably reach 
New York about April 1, some two 
or three weeks before the Wyatt 
Earp.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—(>)— 
Federal coatrol of the textile indus- 
try or a nation-wide strike were al< 
ternatives offered a house labor sub- 
committee today by Francis J. Gor- 
man, executive vice president of the 
United Textile Workers’ Union. 

As the committee closed hearings on 

the Ellenborgen measure to control 
wages, hours and working conditions 
in the industry, Gorman said: 
_ “The strike of 1934 will fade into 
insignificance by comparison. ‘The 
people in the industry are in no play- 
ful mood—they are desperate.” 

Gorman, dynamic director of the 
general textile strike which crippled 
a large section of the industry in 1934, 
called attention to the general strike 
situation in Pekin, Ill, and comment- 
ed: “It demonstrates the present tem- 
per of the working man.” 

Pay of Workers. 

He charged the textile workers were. 
“miserably paid,” with wages de=- 
creased by “fully 50 per cent” since 
the death of NRA, that diserimina- 
tion against workers for union activi- 
ties, lengthening of hours and other 
violations of former code standards 
had increased and quoted a previous 
witness from the nation at labor re- 
lation board as saying there had been 
no compliance with board rulings from 
textile employers in the ‘south. 

Contentions of manufacturers op- 
posing the bill that NRA standards 
had been maintained were denied by 
Gorman, who flatly accused the em- 
ployers of hyprocrisy. 

“In state legislatures they opposed 
the regulation on the grounds it 
should be done on a national basis,” 
he said, “while before congressional 
committees they contend that regula- 
tion of state industries should be left 
to the states. The textile workers 


are poor and half-staryed, but they 


are not stupid.” 
Ills of Industry. 
Gorman summed up the arguments 
of labor for the bill after Harvey 
Willson, general manager of the Na- 


tional Upholstery and Drapery Asso- 
ciation, opposed it as “discriminatory, > 


based on f.Jse assumption of existing 
conditions ,and unconstitutional in 
several parts.” 

He added it was unfair to single 
out the textile industry for regula- 
tion without proof that its particular 
position was unique. 

M. D. Vincent, co-ordinator of in- 
dustrial studies for the NRA, who 
previously attributed ills of the cot- 
ton textile industry to “obsolenscence” 
of management as well as of equip- 
ment, returned to the stand today to

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(UP)— 
The United Mine Workers convention 
set its constitution in order téday so 
that it could seek a possible 150,000 
new members in coal processing plants. 

The delegates adopted a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the ex- 
pansion. Gas workers and others who 
assist in the reduction of coal- into 
component fuels and gases were made 
eligible for membership. 

Thomas Kennedy, international sec- 
retary-treasurer of the union and 
lieutenant governor of Pennsylvania, 
said the field was nnorganized. A 
membership campaign to add to the 
present roll of 540,020 organized work- 
ers would have to be decided upon by 


the union’s executive committee. 
The move was in line with the U. 
M. W.’s long fight for “vertical” or 
industrial unions as against the pres- 
ent A. F. of L. policy of craft unions. 
Differences on the type of union or- 
ganization threatens. to divide ‘1e 
labor forces of the country. 


_ After a bitter debate, the conven- 
tion voted salary increases for its of- 
ficers. President John L. Lewis °: ill 
receive $25,000 instead. of $12,000, 
and other officers received substantial 
increases which involved approximate- 
ly $80,000 more in union expense. The 
union has a “war chest” of more than 
$2.000,000. 

Representative Frederick~ Vinson, 
democrat, Kentucky, told the miners 
to remember President Roosevelt "as 
one who fought for the common people 
when his critics had shriveled up into 
nothingness.” He said the Guffey coal 
act, which sets up a “little NRA” ‘or 
the industry, was “a magna charta for 
the laboring man” but he warned that 
its constitutionality hung by ‘‘a slen- 
der thread.”’

CASTELLOW RAPS 
‘POLITICAL DEBATE’ 


Georgia Congressman Con- 
demns Acrimonious 


Discussions. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

“WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—In a 
speech on the floor of the house to- 
day Representative Bryant Castellow, 
of Georgia, told his colleagues there 
was too much discussion of a politi- 
cal nature during general debate on 
important measures. 

Condemning the spirit of acrimo- 
nious debate which he said was mani- 
fest on the floor, he urged that great 
questions of the moment should be 
dealt with in a more magnanimous 
way by all members. 

Mr. Castellow declared: 

“Unquestionably this country was 
confronted with grave. difficulties 
when the electorate by an overwhelm- 
ing vote delivered the helm of state 
into the hands of the democratic par- 
ty. In common with every loyal demo- 
erat, and, I believe, every truly loyal 
citizen, I hope that results will dem- 
onstrate beyond question the wisdom 
of that choice. 

“If, however, we would make good 
this hope, it behooves us to avoid that 
most dangerous of all pitfalls, the er- 
ror of relying too greatly upon nu- 
merical strength.» Why in the puast 
have great majorities faded so quickly 
into political minorities? For the 
same reason that great armies have 
suffered ignoble defeat at the hands 
of an adversary discounted by reason 
of its apparent weakness.” 

He then went on to show that the 
effect of current legislation had _ far 
more effect on posterity than upon 
the present, adding: 

“Those master minds who formu- 
lated our constitution foreseeing the 
danger of concentrated power through 
centralized government undertook to 
protect us by preserving certain 
rights to the states—being jealous of 
our liberty, let us zealously preserve 
these, our highest heritage, and vouch- 
safe to posterity the blessings and 
privileges of a great and free gov- 
ernment.”

The administrative assistant to 
Cummings, who handles such matters 
for his department, said that he view- 
ed the matter of congested court cal- 
endars in the northern and middle 
districts of the state. “very sympa-

Stewart wrote: 

“Of course, you know my atti- 
tude with respect to the creation of 
new districts. However, I have ap- 
proached this matter very sympatheti- 
cally following our discussion con- 
cernin. the situation in Georgia. Il 
thins, however, that a new district 
could hardly be justified under ‘the 
eireumstaneces and that you should 
probably turn your attention to some 
plan for the création of an addi- 
tiona’ division in the northern dis- 
trict, to be presided over by a new 
judge for thaf district. If it is found 
to be necgSsary that an additional 
judge ‘mi be appointed for Geor- 
gia, -myo view would be that he 
should be available for service in 
both the northern and middle dis-
